RAS SUDAR. — Defence Minister 
Shimon Peres said yesterday that 
the plan for a new defence system 
fa Sinal was taking shape 
and the IDF would be able to 
deploy in their new positions, under 
the provisions of the interim agree- 

ment, in the tlme available. 

Touring the new line with mil- 
itary correspondents, Peres said 
that there was general agreement 
In the IDF on the best defensive 
system and that plans for moving 
camps and installations had already 
been drawn up. Although the time- 
table was tight, he was confident 
that the withdrawal to the positions 
would ‘be carried out adequately 
and punctually, 

Speaking at the IDF base at 
Ras Sudar, where the first Egypt- 
jan civilians are to move in on 
September 30, the Minister stressed 
thet every effort would be made 
to leave civilian installations In an 
orderly condition. 

Answering questions, Peres re- 
gretted that it was too early to 
say that reservists would serve less 
under the new agreement. Although 
more men would not be required to 
man the line, the same number as 
now would be needed. But with the 
increasing number of combat units 
and the influx of new equipment, 
more training would be necessary. 

In addition, uncertainty on the 
other ‘borders meant that no re- 
laxation would be possible, he said, 
adding that more terrorist attacks 
are expected in the North.

U.S. may swap

Russian oil 


WASHINGTON (APi, — The 
U.S. has opened discussions with 
.the Soviet Union about swapping 
Russian oil for American grain, 
Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
Singer confirmed yesterday.

Ford tells why 
he'll aid Israel 
but not NYC 


WASHINGTON (JTA). — President 
Ford explained on Monday night 
why the U.S. is prepared to spend 
billions of dollars in the Middle East 
while at the same time New York 
City is teetering every day on the 
brink of benkruptcy. 

Joseph Benit, CBS correspondent 
in Los Angeles, asked Ford in an 
interview taped in Sacramento

“The emphasis that 
we make is peace, not rehabilitation 
‘from a war. I can assure you that 
if we had not taken the initiative 
and helped to negotiate this ex- 
tremely critical problem between

So what eco- 
nomic and military assistance we 
are giving is aimed at sustaining

2 Baader-Meinhof

BERLIN (UPI). — West Berlin po- 
lice yesterday arrested two of the 
eight members of the Baader-Meinhof 
urban terrorist band it has sought 
in connection with the February kid- 
napping of Peter Lorenz, leader of 
the opposition Christian Democrats 
in the city. 

A spokesman said police arrested 
Ralf Reinders and Inge Viett, as 
well as another woman he did not 
immediately identify. ‘ 

Reinders and Viett are alleged tq 
be members of the “movement of 
June," a branch of the Baader-Mein- 
hof gang which kidnapped Lorenz, 
and has also claimed responsibility 
for the murder of a judge and of a 
treasonous member of its own band 
in the city. 

Reinders, aged 27, a scar-faced 
_man known to his colleagues as ‘the 
bear,” was also wanted for the at- 
tempted murder of two policemen. 

Both Reinders and Viett, 31, have 
been sought by the police for al- 
leged participation in various bank 
robberies and bombings.

The city was said to be 
running out of food and water, 
while telephone and electricity 
lines have been cut in major 
districts. 

Beirut Radio last night quoted 
Industry Minister Ghassan Tweini 
as saying that Lebanon might 
face a fuel shortage as a result 
of fighting in the port city of 
Tripoli.

ILO in red after pro-PLO move 


GENEVA (AP). — The Internation- 
al Labour Organization is confront- 
ed with the biggest financial short- 
fall in its history, 85 almost half of 
its 125 member countries are in 
arrears with their payments, 8 
spokesman said yesterday, The U.S. 
figures foremost in what a British 
labour leader termed a “financial 
boycott.” 

The House of Representatives vot- 
ed last June to terminate all support 
of the ILO to protest admission of 
the Palestinian Liberation Orgeniza- 
tion to the ILO’s annual congress. 

With an assessed contribution of 
$11.8m. the U.S. was to foot 25 per 
cent of the ILO 1975 budget. Two 
other major contributors, West Ger- 
many, $2.9m. and Japan, §2.4m., also 
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have failed so far to make their 
payments. 

A spokesman said neither country 
has given an official explanation, but 
there are vague rumours that the 
Japanese Government is dissatisfied 
with ILO personnel policy. 

China paid once after being ad- 
mitted to the ILO in 1971, but since 
then is in arrears with a total of 
$4m. 

The spokesman said that 39 coun- 
tries have not made any contribu- 
tions in 1975 and another 21 coun- 
tries have made only partial pay- 
ments, Altogether $25m. of the ILO's 
$45m. budget are outstanding.

“Despite administration claims that 
this arrangement wag essential to 
the negotiations,” he continued, “I 
remain unpersuaded that no al- 
ternative could be found.” 

Be sald that Israel and Egypt 
would conduct most of the necessary 
surveillance by themselves in any 
cage. “The marginal contribution of 
American personne] to this purpose 
raises more problems than it solves,” 
Jackson added. 


Jackson warned that the Soviet’ 


Union might now make a similar 
demand in a subsequent Israel- 
Arab agreement. He called such a 
proposition “wholly unacceptable,” 

‘He said that the most disturbing 
aspect of the proposal was that the 
U.S. presence “could become the 
precedent for a most dangerous 
and unwise conviction that somehow 
an American presence can sub- 
stitute for secure borders for Is- 
raeL. 

“Should this notion gain  cur- 
rency, it could well become a 
source of pressure on Israel to 
accept indefensible borders that 
would somehow be protected by an 
American presence. Such an ap- 
proach would, in my judgment, be 
@ mistake of historic proportions, 
which would rob Israel of its sec- 
urity and independence and put off, 
perhaps -indefinitely, the genuine 
accommodation between Arab and 
Israeli that we are all seeking.” 

At the same time, Jackson dis- 
counted any comparison between the 
American presence in Sinai and the 
U.S. involvement in Vietnam. 

Jackson criticized the administra- 
tion for pressuring Israel to accept 
the Sinai agreement, instead of “an 
agreement that would permit Arabs 
and Israelia to work together, to 
trade with one another, to talk 
with one another, to see for them- 
selves the truth about their neigh- 
bour. But the American side was 
unwilling to take the time and 
lacked the inclination to pursue 
such an agreement and the result 
of American impatience was sus- 
tained pressure on Israel that, in 
the end, Israel could not resist.”

After three years of wrangling 
11 dayanim nominated 
for rabbinical courts

In a rare four-hour session at- 
tended by both chief rabbis, a 
10-man committee last night no- 
minated 11 dayanim from among 
22 candidates for rabbinical 
courts throughout the country. 

The meeting, held at the Reli- 
gious Affairs Miniatry in Jerusa- 
lem, succeeded in reaching a de- 
cision after more than three 
years of foot dragging and dis- 
agreement over the nominations 
by Israel's two Chief Rabbis. The 
rabbinical courts have been un- 
derstaffed for a considerable time 
and their processes of justice have 
therefore been slowed even more 
because of delays in replacing 
dayanim who had retired or died. 

None of the 11 nominees re- 
ceived unanimous support from 
the committee, which consisted of

Education Ministry official complains: 
‘Parents can be unreasonable at times’

“I appreciate and encourage 
the involvement of parent groups 
in the schooling of their children, 
but this year that involvement 
was sometimes excessive, result- 
ing in aggressiveness, unreason- 
able demands and strikes." This 
was stated yesterday by Eliezer 
Shmueli, deputy director-general 
of the Education Ministry, in an 
interview with The Jerusalem 
Post on the opening of the new 
school year last week. 

Mr. Shmuell gave the example 
of Ma’‘alot, where parents demanded 
that the Ministry supply a psycho- 
logist for every school in town. 
“And this while we could not find 


‘a Single qualified psychologist for 


the entire Beersheba elementary 
school system, which went on strike 
over the igsue,” he said. He further 
brought the “classic” example of 
the strife between secular and 
religious parents at Jerusalem's 
Paula Ben.Gurion school, and the 
case of parents in Hadera, who 
threatened to strike over the ap- 
pointment of 2 new principal whom 
they did not like. 
“Parents do not appoint prin- 
cipals or teachers; we must put an

Gentiles registered as’ Jews,

Lightning kills mother, not baby 


ENOXVILLE. Iowa . (UPI). 
bolt of .-lightning so strong it 
vapourized electrical wiring killed 
a young Knoxville housewife, the 
Marion County medical examiner 
said yesterday, but did not harm an 
18-month-old Vietnamese orphan 
the woman was holding in her 
arms when the lightning struck. 

“This is just an unbelievable ac- 
cident,” said medical examiner Dr. 
John Griffin. “Ali I can really say 
js that this woman died because 
lightning struck her home. It’s 
really impossible to tell lf she was 
electrocuted or if the shock, the 
fright, of this tremendous bolt kill- 
οὐ her.” 

There were no burn marks on 
the body of Mrs, Karen Hemmer, 


26, and the Vietnamese girl Mrs. 
Hemmer and her husband had re- 
cently adopted was uot harmed. The 
baby was fully clothed, which ap- 
parently insulated her from Mrs. 
Hemmer. 


Dr. Griffin said Mrs. Hemmer was 
standing barefoot in the kitchen of 
the home on Monday when the 
lightning struck. Officials believed 
the bolt entered the home through 
the roof on a television antenna 
wire and then entered the house's 
electrical wiring. 


“This bolt was so strong, it didn't 
melt wiring, it vaporized jt and 
it knocked pictures from the walls 
and knocked kitchen cabinet doors 
open,” Dr. Griffin said.

Turkey plans building Ford vetoes 
for quake-hit areas: 


ANKARA. — Turkey has given it- 
self 80 Gays to provide new housing 
for the survivors of last Saturday's 
devastating earthquake which killed 
at least 2,500 people, Premier Su- 
leyman Demirel said yesterday. 

At an emergency cabinet meeting 
yesterday the government voted 
500m. lira (1L.232m.) for a massive 
reconstruction programme which in- 
volved building δὲ least 3,000 new 
houses and repairing 2,000 more, da- 
maged in the quake, he said, 

Efforts would concentrate on the 
town of Lice, which had borne the 
full fury of the tremors; along with 
rockfalls from overhanging crags 


and a firestorm. 

Turkish troops took a tight grip 
on the devastated town yesterday 
and rescue workers more 


dragged 
bodies from the rubble left by the 
earthquake. Relief officials, giving 
the latest estimate of known dead, 
said the final toll could be over 


3,000. 

Army roadblocks turned back all 
but essential and military vehicles 
on the outskirts of Lice, where there 
was still little to eat or drink. Arm- 
ed troops tried to prevent a chaotic 
scramble for food by cordoning off 
the relief supply centre there with 
barbed wire, Homeless survivors 
gathered despondently " waiting for 
handouts. 

One remarkable escape from the 
rubble of Lice came after soldiers 
spent four hours digging out a five- 
year-old girl buried under fallen 
stonework for two days. 


One rescuer said the girl, mamed 
‘urten, had been weeping and cry- 
ing “Daddy, give me some tea.” She 
was found between a wall and a roof 
which provided a life-saving gap for 
her in the ruins. Another survivor 
extricated from the rubble that was 
Lice was said to be 100 years oki. 
But tons of unexplored debris still 
held an unknown number of dead. 
Soldiers and townspeople, their faces 
covered with handkerchiefs against 
the odour of putrefaction, yesterday 
continued digging for the bodies. 
Bloated were carried away 
for disinfection and burial. 
In Ankara, the Turkish 
began an emergency meeting yester- 
day to discuss ways of alding the 
thousands of earthquake homeless.

MUNICH. — 
THE SOVIET CONSTITUTION sets 
forth a principle to which, in theory 
at least, all other Communist coun- 
tries are supposed to adhere. “He 
who does not work, neither shall he 
eat,” it says there in Articie 12. 

Fortunately for millions of Poles, 
it apparently does not yet apply to 
Communist Poland. If it did, they 
would go very hungry indeed. 

Poland, to judge from the alar- 
ming official complaints in its press, 
has been swamped by an epidemic of 
absenteeism. The authorities have 
mounted a campaign, replete with 
the usual propaganda flourishes, to 
come to grips with it. 

According to recently released 
statistics, each day some 800,000 in- 
dustrial, agricultural and clerical 
workers, out of ἃ total work force of 
16 million, fail to report for work.

NEW YORK. — Meyor Abraham 
Beame, the 104th Mayor of New 
York City, yesterday became the 
first to lose his wide powers over 
municipal finances as the state legis- 
lature created a seven-member fin- 
ancial control board to handle the 
city’s finances. 

The bill, which was signed into 
law by Gov. Hugh Carey, also ad- 
vanced $23b, to keep New York 
solvent through November. 

Adding to the city’s problems, 
teachers yesterday began what offi- 
cials fear will be a long and bitter 
strike. They claim they cannot toler- 
ate falling standards in education 
caused by the city’s fimancial crisis. 

Board of Education officials said 
they would try to keep as many 
schools open as they could, but the 
bulk of the city’a 1.1 million students 
may have no place to go but home. 

The bill passed by the legislature 
is supposed to end the latest in a 
series of fiscal crises the city has 
faced this year. But without renew- 
ed investor confidence or federal aid 
the city could stil) default in De. 
cember. Opponents of the bill warn- 
ed that its heavy commitment of 
state cash threatened to wreck the 
state treasury if default’ were to oc- 
cur then. 

Supporters argued that an imme- 
diate default would pose just as se 
rious 6 threat to the state, and that 
the plan offered a chance to avert 
default altogether, 


Although Mayor Beame will be a 
member of the board,‘ he could be 
outvoted by the six other members. 
He agreed to give his powers to the 
board to save the city from going 
into default. 

The legislative package was drawn 
up by Gov. Carey after first the city 
and then the State Municipal Assist- 
ance Corp., set up to refinence the 
city’s debt, were unable to market 
securities because of a lack of in- 
vestor confidence, 

The board will have broad powers 
to approve the city budget and pre- 
vent the city from spending more 
than it is"taking in. The board will 
collect city revenues and turn them 
over for spending it has approved. 

The wages of city employees will 
be frozen, growth in city spending 
will be controlied and the city will 
be required to pay off its debt under 
8 firm schedule. 

The teachers’ strike, taking place 
on the second day of classes at the 
city’s 950 public schools, boosted to 
more than two million the number 
of children affected by school strikes 
across the U.S.

THOUGH FOREIGN TRADE ac- 
counts for a large part of our GNP, 
Israel is relatively unaffected by the 
ups and downs of world economy, 
because it largely exists on foreign 
aid and subsidies. We can therefore 
afford to maintain full employment 
in the midst of a widespread 

economic recession. 

Nevertheless, developments 
abroad should not be totally dis- 
regarded. To some extent our 
production and earnings do depend 
on foreign competition, as has been 
demonstrated by the failure of our 
export expansion this year. In addi- 
‘tion, revenue of national funds and 
sale of Israel bonds are influenced 
by the prosperity of Western Jewish 
communities. Moreover — and most 
important — in the long rum we are 
committed to adjusting our economy 
to the Common Market. 

As we are to work out the 
budgets for 1976, we should keep an 
eye to the current world outlook. Un- 
fortunately that outlook is far from 


encouraging. There is’ a lot of‘ talk ἢ 


about the recession flattening out, 
but for the time being there is no visi- 
ble sign of a change. Ami the in- 
dustrial countries, Japan, den, 
and Norway were the only ones to 
achieve a growth — though a slight 
one — this year. World trade -- 
which had been expanding by about 
10 per cent annually up to 1973 — is 
expected at best not to decline. The 

_combined GNP of the OECD 
(Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development) 
countries dropped 4 per cent 
fhetween the second half of 1974 and 
the first half of 1975, and the drop is 
continuing in the second half, at least 
in Europe. 

In both America and Japan, close 
to 15 per cent of their resources are 
not being utilized. The aggregate 
number of unemployed in the OECD 
countries is now estimated at 15 
million or over 5 per cent of the 
labour force. Another five million 
people are now on part-time. In the 
coming winter unemployment is ex- 
pected to increase substantially, at 
least in Britain, France, Germany, 
Denmark and the Netheriands. 
Moreover, unemployment is in- 
creasing in Yugoslavia, Spain, Por- 
tugal, Turkey, and other countries 
which have been relying heavily on 
earnings of migrant workers. 

Almost everywhere declining ex- 
ports and industrial activity are now 
being followed by sluggish consumer 

- spending and slumping residential 
construction. Worst of all, the fading 
business confidence brings in its 

. wake a drop in investments, with 
more snowballing effects. 

' Hopes for recovery are now pinned 
on reflationary measures taken by 
the governments concerned.

about to pump about DM5.5b. (about 
1L11.8b,) into expanded housing ac- 
tivities, while France is going to 
spend ahout = Fr.250m. (ap- 
proximately IL390m.) on various 
public investment projects. 

In several countries — includirg 
the U.S. and Japan — interest rates 
have been cut, in an attempt to en- 
courage investment and replenish- 
ment of run-down inventories. In 
particular, reflationary fiscal and 
monetary policies are expected to be 
Implemented by the American 
government, as President Ford's 
election prospects largely depend on 
his ability to convince the voters that 
he is putting an end to the economic 
malaise, Just as Nixon was elected 
due to his ‘check-the-inflation" 
ticket, so will Ford be required to 
concentrate on this issue. 

Incidentally, under the impact of 
record deficit spending in the U.S. 
(of over §100b. annual rate), there 
have been some signs of improving 
employment, industrial production, 
and housing starts. However, it is 
still uncertain whether this is more 
than a flash in the pan. Some 
economists predict substantial 
recovery fairly early in 1976, in- 
cluding a substantial Increase in 
production and profits, and a drop in 
unemployment. 

But the prevalent view — reflected 
also in the stock quotations — is less 
sanguine. The depression is seen as 
too deep to be cured by conventional 
anti-cyclical means. The forecast 
recovery would still:leave the 
economy with a substantial un- 
employment, a largely redundant 
production capacity, and a host of 
unsolved social and environmental 
problems which may require painful 
structural reforms. The outlook for 
the near future is clouded by the im- 
pending price hike for OPEC oi], and 
several sectors of the economy — 
such as real estate, hire purchase, 
communal services — are still seen 
as heading for a crisis. 

The way out of the present morass 
is therefore expected to be at best a 
long and tortuous one. Moreover, the 
efficacy of present policies is doubt- 
ful, as evidenced by their failure to 
cope with the basic monetary 
problems. Though the pace of infla- 
tion has slowed down in most coun- 


‘ tries, it is still upsetting wage, cost, 


and price patterns (in the U.S., in 
particular, real incomes of most 
wage-earners have declined in the 
past year), and is expected to surge 
ahead once the economic improve- 
ment makes tangible progress. 

Nor is a solution in sight for- the 
problem of international payment 
balances. Hitherto the advanced in- 
dustrial countries have for the most 
part withstood the pressure caused

by huge oil deficits, partly because 
the oil exporters have increased 
their imports and investments 
abroad, but largely owing to large 
scale borrowing, which is unlikely to 
continue much longer at that rate. 

However, the poor undeveloped 
countries have borne the brunt, and 
their situation has deteriorated. 
Even though their aggregate im- 
ports are expected to decline 7 per 
cent this year (at real terms), their 
current payments deficit will soar to 
$35b., as compared to $9b. in 1973. To 
ease their plight several schemes 
have been launched, and more are 
now being discussed, but all of them 
are likely to prove too slow and too 
limited. 

While the U.S. is looking forward 
to at least some economic recovery, 
Europe and Japan may find it much 
more difficult to extricate 
themselves from the burden of in- 
creased oil costs, and may therefore 
resort to aggressive ‘‘beggar-my- 
neighbour" policies, undermining in- 
ternational cooperation. 

Incidentally, one major result of 
the present economic depression is 
the stronger position of the USSR, 
which is benefiting hoth as oi] and 
gas exporter and as coveted 
customer for Western products. But 
the worldwide political conse- 
quences of this development is ob- 
viously unsettling. in spite of the of- 
ficial detente.

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RETIRING... TO 
THE WORKSHOP

WHEN RALPH ELKIN, 70, came’ 
here from the United States three 
years ago, he walked the streets de-, 
jected and depressed looking for 
something to do. When he realized 
that other older people have the 
same problem, he decided to found 8 
workshop to give other oldsters 4 
ehanee to be productive. 

1 recently visited the workshop, 
housed in a Histadrut-owned 
building in Kiryat Ono, and met the 
dynamic, enthusiastic young-at- 
heart Mr. Elkin. "1 am doing all this 
as a volunteer, of course. I wouldn't 
dream of taking any money. But the 
people who work here in the shop 
earn between ΠΤ and IL450 a 
month on a piece-work basis for up to 
tive hours a day of work. Of course, 
they are older people and can't work 
too hard; some have had strokes or 
heart conditions or other illnesses. 
But when I come in the morning to 
open the shop, they are all eagerly 
waiting outside. I had planned to 
open at 8 a.m., but they push me to 
start at 7:30." 

In the workshop, 15 faces were 
dent intently over their work and 
scissors clicked rhythmically. The 
men and women, from a variety of 
backgrounds and walks of life, were 
cutting and cleaning strips of leather 
for army belts, working on grenade 
carriers, bandage bags and other 
army accessories, This work is es- 
pecially popular because in addition 
to being a source of income and a 
way to pass the time, it gives them 
the feeling that they are helping the 
defence effort. ‘I'm glad to be doing 
something for our soldiers,’ one 
woman, a housewife from Rumania, 
said. 

“¥t's good for everyone,” a former 
moshavnik summed up. "We make 
money, and we also do something 
good for the boys in the army.”” 


“THERE WERE PEOPLE who told 
me not to bother about these older 
folks,"" Mr. Elkin said. “ ‘Retired 
that's all they need.’ But then I met 
Abraham Golani, secretary of the 
Histadrut Workers’ Council in this 
area, and he does everything possi- 
ble to help us. He has no real budget 
for helping pensioners; he scrapes 
together what he can from here and 
there. Part of my work is to try to 
raise additional funds." 

Last winter, when the workshop 
opened, there was no heat in the 
building and the workers had to 
make do with one smal! (and usually 
broken) electric heater. Heating the 
building is one of the projects for 
which Mr. Elkin is trying to raise 
money, “1 have to keep looking for 
new projects and for factories which 
will give us work... But there are ex- 
penses which have to be covered 
‘from outside funds, such as the truck

But 
meanwhile the shop must serve the 12 
to 30 workers who have already 
‘come to its doors. 


MR. ELKIN has involved himself in 
other activities, to the point of being 
considered a ‘‘nudnik" by some. At 5 
a.m. every morning, he walks seven 
Kilometres for exercise. He began to 
‘notice that the bus drivers, gathered 
at their starting point, spoke loudly 
and blared their radios. 

' Tell me,"" Mr. Elkin asked the 
foreman, “would you like me to 
wake your wife and children at ὅ 
a.m. by making noise?’’ Em- 
barrassed, the foreman ordered the 
drivers to lower their radios and 
their voices. Since then, Mr. Elkin 
claims, there has been no more 5 
a.m. racket at that station. 

He bas even approached a toilet- 
tissue manufacturer with a sugges- 
tion for improving the product. After 
some unsuccessful attempts to brush 
him off politely, the plant manager 
promised to look into the matter and 
— Mr. Elkin said proudly — even- 
tually made the suggested change. 
“Y think the main thing wrong with 
most older people is that they com- 
plain and wait for someone else to 
come and help them. Things just 
don't happen that way. A satisfying 
retirement won't come to you; you 
have to go out and leok for it."”

Mr. Elkin hopes others will start 
similar workshops elzewhere. ‘I? I 
could, I wouldn't ‘mind going to a 
place like Kiryat Shmona right now 
‘and starting one. I just can’t be 
everywhere, though.""

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“TURMOIL IN LEBANON 


DESPITE the Lebanese government's pledges yesterday to 
curb the savage week-long factional battles in the north, 
fighting continued amidst signs that the pro-PLO and leftist- 
oriented Moslems were taking advantage of the strife. Their 
apparent aim is to thwart the Christian bloc which, under 
an unwritten covenant, has for the past three decades main- 
tained its position of political power. Sear 

The fighting in Lebanon can be likened to the iy 
radical forces to proclaim northern Jordan “a liberated ter- 
ritory.” during the 1970 September armed showdown between 
King Hussein's troops amd the PLO. For a 3,000-man force, 
among them Syrian-oriented Ba’athists, were engaged yes- 
terday in a two-day assault on the chain of Christian villages 
neighbouring Tripoli, Lebanon's second largest city — which 
was itself also reported to be paralysed by the sectarian war. 

The present fighting is the fourth round in Lebanon’s civil 
strife this summer, aad there can be no doubt that the prin- 
cipal cause is the controversial presence of the PLO in Lebanon 
which has inflamed relations between the Christians and the 
Moslems. 

Unless Lebanon is able to deal with the PLO, which has 
triggered repeated street battles ever since it was granted a 
kind of autonomy in Lebanon's 15 refugee camps six years 
ago, more and even heavier fighting is inevitable. Indeed. there 
has already been ominous talk of an imminent showdown in 
view of the growing Christian concern over the challenges 
by the Leftist-PLO alliance. Last week this alliance dem- 
onstrated its power by triggering a wave of agitation against 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat for concluding an interim 
agreement with Israel and the U.S. 

it is not clear to what extent the PLO-Leftist political 
campaign over the Sinai settlement helped spark the dis- 
turbances in northern Lebanon. 

But what appears clear is that the PLO and the leftists, 
mainly the Communists, sought to demonstrate their presence 
in their encampments within Lebanon, which is the only haven 
for the PLO as well as for the Communists in the Arab 
world. : 

The fighting in Lebanon also significantly coincided with 
the Lebanese cabinet’s debate of a draft law for compulsory 
military service. The bill is aimed at disbanding the factional 
militias and strengthening the country's 15,000-man army, 
which has so far been powerless in facing the armed political 
groups that outnumber it. 

Interior Minister Camille Chamoun, who was Lebanon’s pre- 
sident during the 1958 civil war, was the first to express 
preparedness to disarm his well-trained Maronite militia, 
stressing that putting young men in the army would boost 
an all-Lebanese military force. His ally, Pierre Jemayel, also 
agreed to disarm his powerful Phalangists, but he posed the 
condition that the government first assert its control on all 
Lebanese territory — namely, the 15 PLO-manned Palestinian 
refugee camps. 

The irony was that Raymond Edde, the maverick Maronite 
leader of the National Bloc Party, who is the only Christian 
figure to sympathize with the left, said that he would rather 
now set up his own militia force, something he did not have 
in the past. Apparently he has concluded that: Lebanon has 
proved to be a country where sectarian loyalties are far 
stronger than national feeling. 

“The 1976 presidential elections are approaching and all in- 
dications are that arms will be used,” Edde said suggesting 
that the force of arms will be a common logic in Lebanon for 
a long time to come — or at least as long as the PLO con- 
tinues to maintain its presence by force. 
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So maybe it’s time 
for us to dabble in 
anti-Semitism, too

_ UN urged to tackle the 
flourishing traffic in women

GENEVA (Ofns).— 
WELL-ORGANIZED inter- 
national networks are operating 
a flourishing traffic in women, 
according to evidence presented 
‘to the current session here of the 
26-nation UN Human Rights Sub- 
Commission’ on the Prevention 
‘of Discrimination and Protec- 
tion of Minorities. : 

An Interpol report cites case 
histories from 17 countries of 
women recruited under the 
cover of employment. While 
some are professional 
prostitutes, others are described 
as girls who, through naivete or 
greed, ‘placed themselves at 
risk and were tricked or 
blackmailed until they found 
themselves beyond the reach of 
lawful diplomatic help." 4 

One main network involves 
South American women mostly 
from the Argentine who are ‘“‘ex- 
ported’’ to Puerto Rico, to the 
European Mediterranean coun- 
tries and to the Middle East. 
Some of these women also find 
themselves in the European 
“regional” market, mostly in 
Luxembourg and West Germany 
where most of the traffic is, 
however, in French women. 
There are links between this 
“market" and the big Middle 
East centres in Lebanon and 
Kuwait. 

In East Asia women are 
recruited in Thailand and the 
Philippines and sent to other 
countries. In Hong Kong, 
Chinese families ‘‘live in cons- 
tant fear of having a daughter 
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The famous General Electric

‘by the Triad gang, local 


equivalent of the Mafia. 

Interpol has also detected a 
network recruiting women in 
Europe for some African coun- 
tries, notably the Ivory Coast 
and Senegal, which have reach- 
ed a point in their development 
allowing the international ex- 
ploitation of prostitution. 

In the -UN sub-committee 
these and many other activities 
are in the category of slavery- 
like practices forbidden of 
course by various conventions. 
International experts at the 
meeting advocate that the UN 
should tackle the whole problem 
in the same forceful way as it 
has been doing for years with 
drugs.

The antibiotic Chloramphenical is, 


known in Israel as Synthomycetine 
or more simply “‘Synto.”’ For at least 
20 years aplastic anaemia which 
usually proves fate] has been known 
to-be caused by Synthomycetine. As 
[τῇ result ioe this knowledge and 
cause there are many equally 
good alternatives, this antibiotic is 
rarely prescribed in the U.S. or Bri- 
tain. I would have the sanie 
applied in Israel, but this is not so. 

I fee] that the continued general 
use of Chloramphenical in Israe) is 
not oy incomprehensible but 
criminal. Indeed the Israel Medical 
Association should feel guilty that 
the data for this article came from 
Israel. 

Whilst Chloramphenical is an ex- 
cellent antibiotic, there are perhaps 
only two conditions where it [5 the 
antibiotic of choice. Certainly it is 
snot indicated for a cold or influenza, 
if any antibiotic at all is required,
